T h e A ustrian trea ty follows the 
exact outline of the G erm ans and 
in many places is identical w ith it 
except for the change in name.

A ustria is left by th e treaty a 
s ta te of from six or seven million 
people in h a b ita ting a territory of 
b etw een five and six million square 
miles. 
She is requested to recognize the 
com plete independence of H ungary, 
C z e c h o slo v a k .the Serbia-Croatian- 
S lovenian state, and to cede other 
territo ry , which previously in union 
w ith h er com posed the em pire of 
A ustria-H ungary with a population 
of over 50,000,000 people.

Skim milk, which sells for half 
the price of whole milk, makes a 
most wholesome food aifd may be 
used in hundreds of dishes In which 
the whole milk was thought neces­ 
sary. 
It is both unwise and false 
economy to save on milk aud spend 
it on meat and more expensive pro­ 
tein products. 
Dates at the present moment are 
not cheap and are not economical to 
buy often, at 50 or GO cents a pound, 
but before long they may get back 
to the old price or near it and we will 
then feel that we can indulge In them 
with impunity.
